President CariCT 
Mlled for “maximum Chinese 
influence" on North Korea, and 
promised maximum U.S. inHuence 
on South Korea to reduce tensions 
in that bitterly divided peninsula. 

The president's remarks to a 
group of editors Friday were re- 
leased by tbe White House yester- 
day as officials made final prepara- 
tions for Mr. Teng's risii. 

Fasi-mo\-ing events in Korea and 
Indochina will be among the major 
topics of the Carter-Teng talks to- 
morrow and Tuesday. 

The visit, which follows years of 
coonjet and estrangement, includ- 
ing bloody battles between Chinese 
and U.S. troops in the Korean War 
and cooflici by proxy in tbe Viet- 
nam war. marks the first time a 
senior Peoples' Republic of China 
official has come to the United 
States. Washington officials regard 
the event with enthusiasm and opti- 
mism.

British Truckers Strike Said Collapsing 


LONDON, Jan. 28 (Reuter.^^) — 
The strike by 100.000 British truck 
drivers is crumbling, spokesmen for 
both the transport union and em- 
ployers said today. 

According to Industry sources, 
the imaging three-week strike, 
which has cut industrial production 
and exports, could end this week. 
“The strike is collapsing." said 
John O’Connor, a spokesman of 
the IS.OOO-hrm Road Haulage 
Association. Drivers want to go 
back to work and are accepting the 
15-percent pay rise on offers, he 
claimed. 


But Ron Todd, national organiz- 
er of the Transport and General 
Workers Union, said that the strike 
was crumbling because individual 
road haulage firms were agreeing to 
meet the union's 22-percent pay 
demand. 

Hockade Blamed 
The truck drivers strike has cut 
British exports by more than one- 
third and the situation is rapidly 
getting worse, the Assodation of 
British Chambers of Commerce 
said today. The association, which 
has SO.OOO member firms, based its 


calculation on a sample study of 
the number of export documents 
issued. 

It said that the drop in exports 
was mainly due to the blockade of 
ports by strike pickeus. Tom Board- 
man, the association's president, 
said in u letter to Prime Minister 
Janies Callaghan: “I am sure I do 
not have to spell out the damage 
that failure to deliver export orders 
will do." 

Meanwhile, five ports opposite

Loyalist forces recently regained 
ail or part of the Gulf of Thailand 
pen of Kampot. and there has been 
heavy fighting around the more im- 
portant seaport of Kompong Som, 
the sources said. They said that the 
Ream naval base, south of Kom- 
pong Som. appeared to be under 
guerrilla coniroL 
The fighting is intense in these 
areas, the analysts sai^ but it has 
been reduced to skirnushes and 
quick guerrilla strikes in others. 

Some recent claims on loyalist 
radio were believed to have been 
exaggerated. The radio, broadcast- 
ing out of China, claimed today 
that troops loyal to the Pol Pot re- 
gime had .surrounded six major 
provincial capitals, killing Viet- 
namese defenders w'bo irieo to flee, 
and had recaptured some of the 
temples of Angkor, including Ang- 
kor WaL and the old city of Ang- 
kor Thom.

TEHRAN. Jan. 28 (AP) — 
Troops firing machine guns and 
anii-govemmeni rioters armed with 
firebombs turned central Tehran 
into a bloody, flaming baitlefroni 
yesterday, with at least 27 persons 
reportexf killed in the city’s worst 
violence since last SepL 8 when 121 
persons were killed. The street war- 
fare exploded as Iran’s political cri- 
sis reached a new and dangerous 
impasse. 

One of those reported dead was a 
soldier believed to have shot him- 
self after assassinating his com- 
manding colonel. More than 300 
were wounded. Major rioting also 
broke out in the northern city of 
Rasht. 

Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, 
spiritual leader of the anti-sbah 
movement, rejected a proposal by 
Premier Shahpur Bakhtiar for a 
meeting at the ayatollah's exile 
headquarters in France. 

But official French sources said 
that Mr. Bakhtiar would travel to 
Paris anyway tomorrow moroing 
despite the ayatollah’s demand that 
the premier resim to prove he is 
“on the side of the angels” and not 
of Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavi. 

Tbe tension and violence here 
had been mounting for days as the 
Bakhtiar government continued to 
block the exiled leader’s plans to 
return to Iran and transfWi the 
country into an Islamic republic. 

Thousands of pro-Khomeini pro- 
testers flooded the streets of tbe 
capital today chanting "Death to 
Bakhtiar!" and one large group

Iran Reportedly 
Drops Order for 
French Reactors 

PARIS. Jan 28 dHT) — Iran in- 
tends to cancel a S2.^billion cmJer 
from France for two nuclear power 
plants, according to French news 
reports quoting Iranian Premier 
Shahpur Bakhtiar in Tehran. 

Mr. Bakhtiar report^y said that 
Iran would proceed with two other 
nuclear projects contracted from a 
West German company because 
work was too advanci^ on them to 
cancel now. but business sources 
indicated that Iran was likely to 
cancel the West German order, too. 

Iran, which has oil and gas to 
last nearly a century, cannot afford 
to invest in nuclear power, Mr. Ba- 
khtiar reportedly said, 'hie four 
atomic plants were the first of a se- 
ries envisaged by the shah, who 
wanted to save oil as feedstock for 
industry in Iran. 

The French order covered two 
900-megawatt reactors to be ex- 
ported by Framatoroe, the French 
nuclear manufacturer linked to 
WesLinghouse Electric, the U.S. 
company. Loss of the order, which 
was colored by govemmenial ex- 
port insurance, could enable 
Framatoroe to divert some compo- 
nents to reactors under construc- 
tion for China and meet C^nese 
hopes of early delivery.

Francois-Poncet — Giscard’s Man at Quai d’Orsay

PARIS, Ian 28 (IHTl — 
France's top diplomat Jean 
Francois-Poncet has been a mw 
on the spot practicallv since his 
first day on the job as bead of the 
Foreign Ministry last November, 
a week before hi's 50th birthday. 

His Europe^ schedule is so 
tight that Christmas Day appar-

Gordian Knot

When Mr. Gis- 
card d'Estaing finally felt ready 
to put his own man at the Quai 
d'Orsay, Mr. Francois-Poncet, 
bad been working for two years 
directW for the president as sec- 
retary-general of the Elysee Pal- 
ace presidential oifice. 

If French diplomats hoped to 
see more of the action under Mr. 
Francois-Poncet. they seem 
doomed to disappointmenL Mr. 
Francois-Poncet’s expressed view 
is that kev foreign policy deci- 
sions should remain in tbe hands 
of the tightly knit, loyal presiden- 
tial team which he helped to 
form, then left behind at the Ely- 
see Palace. 

As the top presidential aide, he 
helped set in motion the main 
Giscardist foreign policies: Euro- 
pean integration to the extent 
permitted by the French political 
climate: French-West German

rapprochmem as the “locomo- 
live" of Europe, and pragmatic 
cooperation with the united 
States, even on sensitive subjects 
like nuclear matters and Western 
intervention in Africa. 

In an oblique homage to his in- 
fluential mle. the cummi issue of 
the Soviet magazine New Times 
carries an unprecedentedly per- 
sonal attack on the French. for- 


eign minister, describing him as a 
man linked by marriage to big 
steel inieresLx and bound by eco- 
nomic interests to West Germa- 
ny. and accusing French policy 
of working for supranational Eu- 
ropean integration and coven 
French re-entry into NATO. 

Mr. Francois-Poncet. appar- 
ently unruffled by what his aides 
describe as a crude smear and 


unrecognizable portrait, is main- 
taining his plans to travel to 
Moscow to preptM the French 
presidential risit in March. But 
some analysts here beliex'e that 
the article is a signal of growing' 
Soviet disenchantment with Mr. 
Giscard d’Estaing and diminish , 
ing mutual interest in a special 
relationship between France and 
the Soviet Union. 

In contrast, the quietly good 
reladoos between France and the 
United States owe something to 
discreet early contacts between 
Mr. Francois-Poncet and Zbig- 
niew Brzezinski, President 
Carter’s national security adviser, 
who was the U.S. counterpart of 
Mr. Francois-Poncet until the 
latter became foreign minister. 

The two men get on well, ap- 
parently sharing similar hard- 
nosed views of the world's power 
balance and similar pragmatic 
operational con^ts: "Horse- 
trading" is a political technique 
that Mr. Francois-Poncet says he 
mastered during his U.S. studies 
at Wesleyan University and Har- 
vard. 

Underlining the two men’s 
report, Mr. Brzeansld keeps 'm 
his office a photograph of their 
fathers taken in Germany at a 
Goethe centennial ceremony in 
the 1930s. when the elder Brzez- 
inski was a Polish diplomat in

Mr. Francois-Poncet's impor- 
tance so far has resided in his 
close relationship with Mr. Gts- 
card d'Estaing. They both had 
brilliant records at France’s top 
academies, made arblocraiic 
marriages, pursued political ca- 
reers so sure-footed as to appear 
almost effortless. 

On Europe, he shares Mr. Gis- 
card d'Estaing’s convictions that 
the French economy must mod- 
ernize in a European comext, not 
just a French one. and he favors 
an insiituiionaJ evolution in the 
EEC to help Europe bnome a 
weightier force in the global dis- 
tribution of power. 

These views are anathema to 
Gaullists. who view Mr. Fran- 
cois-Poncet as a political foe. 
Perhaps to disarm them, the new 
foreign minister has gone out of 
his way to sound Gaullist in his 
initial forays, but his politick 
past suggests that in practice he 
will pursue the Giscardist goals 
that he helped to elaborate as a 
stepping stone to his present 
post.

Mr. Teng’s authority stems not cmly from his intelligence and 
administrative talent, out also from more »h»n half a century of 
experience in the Communist movemenl during which he forged 
links with influential party and mflitaiy comrades. During a recent 
party conclave, for instance, he mana^ to elevate several close 
associates to pivotal Politburo positions. 

So, althou^ he is nominally second in command to Hua KWh' 
feng. the Communist Party chairman, Mr. Teng is the most power- 
ful individual in a ruling hierarchy so arcane and devious that 
dimbing to the top is in itself testimony to extraordinary sJoli and 
tenacity. 


Popular Fi^ire 


He lacks Mao Tse-tung’s charisma or Chou En-lai’s charm, but 
be exudes a kind of “diu^ah" that has m^e him pemuiar with a 
people Mio, wearied by ioeolo^cal campaigns and singang have 
been longing for a measure ctf irreverent common sense. 


For example, wben Mao directed China's educational system to 
be tailored to fit his doctrines, Mr. Teng responded: “Fd rather 
have a good scientist without socialist consciousness than a Com- 
munist who can't wipe his backside.” 

Such impieties provoked the wrath of Mao's disciples, especially 
luring tbe Cultural Rev’olulion. when the Red Guards and other 
militants demanded that Mr. Teng be “fried in boiling oil*’ as a 
“counteirevoiutionary freak and monster."

He displayed similar dexterity in tbe negotiations with the Unit- 
ed States to establish normal diplomatic relations. 

At one stage, when the negotiations seemed to be flagging, be 
sent an encouragLag signal to Washington by telling a Japanese 
visitor to Peking that tbe deal could be consummated in **tw-o 
seconds" if both sides dropped the legal trivia and focused on its 
broader political context. 

Mr. Teng must realize, however, that his ambitious dreams for 
Ct^a are an enormous gamble that could end in disaster. 

For one thing , it is unclear at tbe moment how the Chinese 
expect to meetme costs of ihdr tremendous purchases from Japan 
and the Wesl since they have little to sell abroad. 

One approach to China's Financiai problems is to borrow — and 
though they hate to adrtut it, the Chinese are alr^dy going into 
hock in various ways. For instance, they have arranged “d«err^ 
payment" limeiabies with Western Gnns. Tbe Bank of China, a 
government institution, is also accepting dqxKits to Fmance con- 
tracts. 

Over tbe long term, however, they Impe that their ofl. natural gas, 
minerals and other resources will bring in the money to pay-off 
these debts — and their plans call for Western specialists to assist 
them in tapping this potential wealth 


PfefS(»al Friction 


Meanwhile, it is still doubtful whether Mr. Teng. despite his pre- 
eminence, can pursue his policy of increasing dependence on the 
West without arousing the fibstility of fhineM rivals who owe thai 
positions to Mao and continue to cling to his conviction that China 
must retain its levoludonaiy puri^. 

Hua Kuo-reD& for instance, would probably have spent his life 
as a provindd Sureaucrat had not Mao promoted him to natinnai 
stature, and judging from his public pronouncements, his support 
for Mr. Teng’s Gberalsing drive has been har^y enthusiastic. Ln 
addition, personal friction exacerbates their dffierences. 

^ one of Mao's loyalists, iAi. Hua supported the Cultural Revo- 
lution, during which Red Guards not oo^ harajweH Mr. Teng but 
also shamed his brother into committing suidde and cripple Mr.

Tbe six-year Paris sojourn exposed Mr. Teng to a modem sodety 
and introduced him to radical European ideas. Paris also was site 
of his contact with other politically active young Chine se, amnng 
them Chou En-lai. 

Mr. Teng and Chou joined the Chinese Sodalist Youth League 
and later created a Paris branch of the Chinese Communist Party. 
Mr. Teng cranked out the movement's flimsy publication, an as- 
sigrunent that earned him the nickname of "doctor of mimeograpb- 
ing." 

Back in China in the mid-1920s. be briefly served Yu-hsi- 
ang, the Christian wariord who baptized his troops with a water 
hose. He later joined Mao in Kiangsi province and made the len- 
gendaiy Long March to the Communist redoubt in Yenan — a 
harrowing ordeal that has given its survivors the status of founding 
fathers. 


Political Commissar 


Mr. Teng functioned as an army political commissar during the 


wars against the Japanese and against the Nationalists, ending up

after the Comraunist victory as boss of his native southwest Clima. 


lu the mid- 1 950s, he entered the national limeb'ght as secrelaiy- 
general of the Communist Party. 

Until then. Mr. Teng had been faithful to Mao. But at a parw 
iXingress in 1956. he delivered a veiled attack against the chainnan, 
stressing that leaders should stand “not above the party but within 
it.’’ 

Three years later, he and his party associates again defied Mao in 
the wake of the Great Leap Forward. That expenraent. contrived to 
nKxlemize China ovemigni. faOed miserably. Moving quickly to 
spur production. Mr. Teng uiged peasants to raise their own live- 
stock. grow fo^ in private gardens and sell their surplus at free 
markets — all in violation of Mao’s collectivist tenets. 


As China gradually recovered. Mr. Teng ledHined the party's 
objectives. In the future, be promised, every family would have a 
bit^cle, a sewing machin e and a television set, and women could 
wear lipstick and high-heeled shoes. Ideologic^ study would also 
be curbed, be added, since "you can't talk poUtics every day." 

Mr. Teng and his party comrades refrained from denouncing 


Mao directly, however, instead paying him lavish homage as they - 
circiimvented his prindples. 

Isolated by the end of 1965. Mao struck back with the Culniia] 
Revolution, nnit^thing millions of Red Guards and other acovists' 
to destroy his parw foes. The campaign against Mr. Teng ranged 
from allegations of ideological apostasy to charges that he squan- 
dered public funds on gourmet dinners. 

Driven through tbe streets of Pek^ with a dunce cap, Mr. Teatg 
was later draraded to serviim meals in a provindai mess halL Then, . 
at a I^kjn^anquet in 19^ for exiled Prince Norodom Sihanouk 
of Gambia, be suddenly re^peaied, bang led into the hah fay 
Mao’s niece. 

Mr. Teng’s comeback had been en^neer^ by Chou Ea7l^ who 
needed his administrative skills to pul China tceetber again after ' 
the Culniral Revolution. Then dy^ of cancer, Chou also wanted ' 
Mr. Teng to nil his shoes. From all accounts, Mao acquiesced unen- 
thusiastically. 

As he regained his self-oonridence, Yrlr. Te^ revived his prag-. ; 
matic line — and again the Maoists blasted hiin. At one meeting, 
warned by his adversaries that he was beaded for trouble, Mr. Teng ' 
shouted back: "Fm not afraid of being overthrown asecond timeL" 


Second Downftril 


The second time came in April, 1 976. three months after. O kmi’s - 
death. A Pddng ceremony to commemorate Chou ninied into a riot 
on behalf of Mr. Teng, and be was blamed for instigating the fra- 
cas.

Mr. Teng retired to south China and events unfolded with the 
complexity and melodrama of a Peking opera. In July, a devastat- 
ing earthquake sparked the superstitious rumor that Map had lost 
the “manoate of heaven" that entitles Chinese emperors to rule. He 
died two months later, and the Politburo met to designate his heir> 
Mr. Hua seemed to be a sure appointment, but he was diallengd 
by Mao's aife. Chiang Ching, who was supported by . three o£faer 
Politburo members. 

. .Whatever happened, the so-called Gang oi Four was arrested. As 
evidence of his l^timaqr. Mr. Hua tbe^roduced a secret note to 
himself from Mao that cryptically read: "with you in dtargp, l[m m 
ease." 

But Mr. Teng’s friends objected and, after much hagglmg. the 
PoGtburo Hnally reached a compromise in July, 1977. Hua's 
promotion wo^d ratified in e.xchange for Mr. Teng’s rehabilitar 
tion. 

Since then, Mr. Teng has gradually rrinforced his power, and in 
many ways U.S. visit wQl bolster his prestige. Preadent Carta 
plans to entertain him at two parties, and he win hobnob rrith 
Americans in factories, farms and executive suites across the coun- 
try.

Pope Urges Spiritual Cure for Social Ills 


PUEBLA. Mexico. Jan. 28 (AP) 
— Pope John Paul II, cheered by 
milli ons as his Car inched its wa^ to 
Puebla, told Latin Amencan 
bishops in a n^'or address today 
that social justice must be sought 
spiritually and not politically.

He then in- 
formed a House committee investi- 
gator doing field work in Dallas 
that, if given the chance by the 
committee, be could “repu^aie" 
the acoustics premise.

Carter Accord on Hearst Qemency Seen

Ex- Agent Details Alleged FBI Break-Ins

SAN FRANCISCO. Jan. 28 
t NYT I — A retired FBI ugent who 
says he .•Jpcni 20 percent of his ca- 
reer conducting illegal burglaries 
for the bureau has provided the 
Justice peparimeni with detailed 
information about some of the 
most sensitive of the hureau'.s oper- 
aiion.s. 

The allegations include firsthand 
accounts of burglaries in which the 
agent. Wesley Swearingen, says he 
participated and of whai he con- 
tends were efforts by other FBI 
agents to cover up the extent to 
which the burglaries occurred. The 
alle^iions have been passed on to 
Justice Department prosecutor.<i 
who are preparing to try three for- 
mer top FBI officials accused of 
approving similar illegal break-ins 
in the New Yoik area. 

Nearly all the known burglaries 
were carried out by FBI agents 
seeking information. 'Over the years 
they have been directed mainly at 
leftist organizations such as the 
Communist and Socialist Workers 

S anies and. more recently, the 
leather Underground organiza- 
tion. 

Among the allegations that Mr. 
Swearingen has made to the Jusuce 
Dnartment was that in the early 
1970$ he and other FBI agents as- 
signed to track down fugiuve mem- 
bm of the Weather Underground 
broke into private residences in Los 
Angeles on at least four occasions 
without search warrants and that 
one of tbe agents involved later de- 
nied before a U.S. grand jury that 
the burglaries had taken place. 

Without Foundation 

He also alle^ that subs^uent 
efforts by FBI officials to justify 
the breuk-ins on tbe basis of sug- 
gested Unks between the Weather- 
men and hostile foreign govern- 
ments or by asserting that they 
were countenanced by presidential 
authority were without foundation. 

In a letter written Nov. 16 to Mi- 
chael Shaheen. who heads the Jus- 
tice Department's Office of Profes- 
sional ResponsibiUiy. Mr. Swear- 
ingen also alleged that "certain 
present and former FBI officials 
are continuing a conspiracy to cov- 
er up the illegal break-ins against 
the Weathermen and others." 

TTiai letter, along with the infor- 
mation provided to Mr. Sbaheen's 
office in interviews, has been sent 
to the group in the department's 
criminal division that is in charge 
of the upcoming prosecutions. 

In his inier\-iews and written 
communications. Mr. Swearingen 
has made no effort to downgrade 
his own involvement, conc^ing 
that over the years he took part in 
hundreds of illegal break-ins. 
known within the FBI as "bag 
jobs." Most of these, he said, were 
in Chicago, where he was first as- 
signed in the 1950s. 

All the burglaries about which 
Mr. Swearingen has told the pro- 
secutors are now beyond the five- 
year statute of liniilations that ap- 


plies to most federal crimes, though 
.Mime of his other charges are not. 

The possibility of administrative 
action against those involved in the 
break-ins still exists, however. Sev- 
eral present and former agents who 
took pan in the New York City 
break-in.<i were recently disetplioAi 
and some were dismiss^. 

Mr. Swearingen, who retired 
from the FBI in May. 1977. made 
contact with the Justice Depart- 
ment about a year ago. 

In Chicago. Mr. Swearingen said, 
most of the burglaries in which he 
look part were directed at the 
homes of members of the Commu- 
nist Party. At one poinu he said, he 
was one of two dozen agents in 
Chicago assigned full-time to carry- 
ing out such break-ins. 

Mr. Swearingen laughed a& he re- 
called the assertion a few years ago 
by William Sullivan, iheii head of 
the FBI's Los Angeles office, that 
the bureau had committed only 238 
warrantless break-ins from 1942 to 
1966. 

He said the the break-ins omfin- 
ued after 1966. and that he pantet- 
paied in more than 238 wmle as- 
signed to (he Chicago office. He 
placed tbe total number of FBI 
break-ins over the years at several 
thousands. - 

Not Only Oty 

Mr. Swearingen said that until a 
few years ago. the illt^ break-ins. 
bug^ngs, wiretaps and mail thefts 
by the FBI were also wndespread in 
New York. NewarL NJ., San 
Frandsca Portland. Washington, 
and Los Angeles. 

It was m^e explicit by his supe- 
riors. Mr. Swearingen said, that 
such risky assignments were illegal 
and that the agents who carried 
them out were on their own in the 
event they were discovered and ar- 
rested by local policemen. 

After leaving Chicago. Mr. 
Swearingen worked in FBI offices 
in Kentucky and New York Ciiy. 
In 1970. be was transferred to 


Angeles, where he $peni most of 
the next »even years searching for 
ntimibefs of the Weathermen. 

Sources said of the Justice 
Department's investigation that 
until Mr. Swearingen came for- 
ward. the prosecutors had not 
known that similar activities were 
under way in Los Angeles. 

In his feller to Mr. Shaheen. Mr. 
Swearingen also attacked assertions 
l^ FBI officials that search war- 
rants were unnecessary for the 
Weathermen because the* group had 
had contacts with the Cuban gov- 
emmeni and was therefore covered 
by regulaticms that then exempted 
a^ls foreign powers from cer- 
tain constituiiona] guarantees. 

“There is no such documentary 
proof." Mr. Swearingen added, 
“unless ymi call statements by peo 
pie who went to Cuba to cut sugar 
cone documentary proof."

W.ASHINGTON, Jan. 2S — The 
Department of Justice has recom- 
mended that Patricia Hearst be 
freed, and President Carter is ex- 
pected to commute her seven-year 
sentence in a few days, it was 
learned yesterday. 

.An administration source said 
the recommendation by Deputy 
Attorney General Benjamin Civi- 
leiii will be on .Mr. Carter’s desk 
late today when he returns from 
Comp David. 

Mr. Carter recently said he did 
not plan to treat Miss Hearsi's 
demency appeal as a special case 
and noted mat he had. “almost 
without exception," followed (he 
Department of Justice’s recommen- 
dation in such matters. 

Mr. Carter has commuted the 
sentence of only four prisoners in 
the two years he has been in office. 
The commutation of Miss Hearsi's 
armed bank robbery lenn would be 
the mo-st noteworthy clemency' ac- 
tion since former Pr^ideni Richard 
Nixon cut short the prison term of 
the former Teamsters L^nion presi- 
dent. James Hoffa. 

Marriage Ptaas 

Mi.te Hearst. who is serving her 
.sentence in the Federal Correction- 
al insutuiion in Pleasanton. Calif, 
near San Francisco, has said that 
she plans to many her former 
bodyguard. Bernard Shaw, on Feb. 
14 w'hether or not she is freed. 

Mr. Civiletti. who w,]s delegated 
all clemency* matters by .Aiiomey 
General Griffin Bell, advised Mr.

Her case has been controversial 
because she was kidnapped and 
treated harshly by SLA members 
before joining them in the bank 
robbery and a subsequent shooting 


incident at a Los .Angeles areu 
sporting gnxxls store. 

Many persons, including some 
well-known public figures who 
have supported her clemency 
appeal, have contended that Miss 
Hearst was brainwashed before she 
joined her captors, an argument 
that the trial jury did not accept. 

Mr. Civiletti. discussing tbe 
Hearst case earlier this month, said 
any clemency action w'ould hot 


amount to second-guessing the jury 
that convicted her. He said his rec- 
ommendation would have nothing 
to do with Miss Hearsi's guilt or 
innocence but would be instead “a 
matter of clemency and mercy."

FBI Probing Billy Carter, 
Gets Family Business Data 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 28 — FBI 
agents, investigating the financial 
transactions of Billy Carter, have 
obtained records of the Carter 
peanut Warehouse in Plains, Ga., 
for part of the period during which 
the president's brother ran the 
operation. 

Billy Carter look over manage- 
ment of the peanut warehouse from 
his brother Jimmy in 1963 and con- 
tinued in that capacity until Sep- 
tember. 1977. when he resigned to 
devote his time to personal appear- 
ances. business endorsements and 
other matters.

GSA Hid Audit Critical of Nonbid Buying

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (WPl 
— The Genera! Seniccs Adminis- 
iraiion suppressed a 1971 audit re- 
port (hat found the agen^ was 
wa.siing more than SlOO million a 
year by buying office equipment 
for U.S. agencies and departments 
without obtaining competitive bids. 

Rep. John Burton. D-Calif.. who 
plan.s to release the report tomor- 
row. said that GSA nas wasted 
more than SI billion during eight 
years because it has continued to 
buy office t^uipment without seek- 
ing competitive bid». Rep. Burton 
heads the House Government Ac- 
tivities Subcommittee. 

A draft of the 1971 report lay un- 
noticed in GSA files until recent

news reports disclosed that the 
prices GSA was paying for type- 
writers. calculators, television sets 
and cainera.s were higher than those 
charge at retail stores. 

‘Strong Objections' 

Howard Davia. who took over as 
chief of the GSA auditing staff 
nearly three years agp. said that 
GSA never issued the audit report 
in final fonii because of “strong 
ot^ections“ from GSA officials in 
1971. 

Bruce Gibson, who beaded 
GSA's audit staff when the 1971 re- 
port was prepared, said. “It doesn't 
come out loud and clear that that 
rq>on was suppressed as such, i 
can't honestly recall." 

Robert Kunzig. who was GSA 
adminisiratix at the time, consist- 
ently has declined to answer report- 
ers' questions about his actions 
while al GS^. Mr. Kunzig is a U.S. 
Court of Claims judge in Washing- 
ton and has said that judges should 
not make public comments. 

Last summer. GSA Administra- 
tor Jay So1onx>n issued orders to 
stop tniying certain items, such as 
television sets and hand-held calcu- 
lators. and started a review of the 
entire purchasing program. 

LoU^ Pressure 

The GSA. the Senate Federal 
Spending Subcommitee. and the 
Office of Management and Budget 
have reported that business groups 
exposed to change in the present 
purchasing system have bem lob- 
bying against changes. These 
groups include several giant corpo- 
rulions. such a.s Xerox Corp. and 
IBM Corp.. and trade associations 
representing computer, office prod- 
uct. copying mai^ine, and projec- 
tor (Tianufaclurers. 

The 1971 audit report focuses on 
the methods used by GSA to buy 
evciyihing from adding machines 
and nameplates to pool tables and 
aspirin tablets for U.S. agencies 
and mililary installations. Under 
(his system, the GSA negotiates 
dis^xrnts with suppliers and offers 


a range of brands of the same prod- 
uct to government agencies. For 
example, the GSA stocks Sony. 
General Electric, and Panasonic 
cassette tape recorders and allows 
units within each government de- 

E artmeni or agency to select tbe 
rand they wanL 

During the negoiialion process, 
suppliers are supposed to disclose 
to the GSA the prices they charge 
other major customers, so that the 
GSA can be assured of getting the 
lowest price. However, the sup- 
pliers may have no other customer 
besides the GSA or may be whole- 
salers that mark up prices over 
what they pay manufacturers. In 
some instances, disclosed in other 
audit reports, suppliers have given 
false information on their prices. 

20% Over California 

The 1971 audit report compared 
the prices paid by the GSA with 
those paid for the same products by 
California, which has a competi- 
tive-bidding system. Model for 
model, it found that the GSA was 
paying an average of 20 percent 
more for calculators. 30 percent 
more for typewriters, and 16 per- 
cent more for electric lamps. These 
purchases alone amounted to S52 
million, the audit report says. Over- 
all. the GSA paid an average of 20 
percent more than California did. 
leading the auditors to conclude 
that the GSA could have saved 
more than SlOO million in 1971. 

Rep. Burton said that some of 
the abuses have occurred because 
of the GSA's failure to adequately 
audit its contracts. Only 1 1 of 8,000 
office product contracts have been 
audited in the last, two years, he 
said. 

The GSA's audit chief has main- 
tained in congressional hearings 
that the GSA needs more than 
triple its present number of 140 au- 
ditors to adequately cover the a«n- 
cy. Recently, the budget omce 
turned down the GS.A's request for 
80 more auditors in (he agency's 
budget next year.

Nelson Aldrich RockefeQer was 
bom July 8, 1908. at the family 
home in Bar Harbor. He was the 
third of six children of Abby Green 
Aldrich Rockefeller and John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., the son of the 
founder of the Standi Oil for- 
tune. He was named For his mater- 
nal grandfather. Sen. Nelson 
Aldrich, of Rhode Island, a power- 
ful figure in Republican politics. 


Majored in Economics 


He was educated at the Uncoln 
School a "progressive" private 
school in Ma^ttan, and at Dart- 
mouth College, where he majored 
in economics, wrote his senior the- 
sis on his grandfather and graduat- 
ed as a Phi Beta Kappa in 1930. 

A few days after graduation, he 
married Maiy Todhunter Gark, 


the daughter of ajirominent Phila- 
delphia family. The coirole took a 
round-the-worid cniise fmanced by 


Rockefeller’s father as a reward for 
not smoidng. 

llie young graduate took a job as 
a clerk in the family bank, then 
called the Chase National. He Later 
worked in the bank's Paris and 
London branches. He also worked 
in the rental draartment of Rocke- 
feller Crater, then newly complet- 
ed, and was later president and 
then chairman of the crater, resign- 
ing when he was elected governor. 

The year of his college gradua- 
tion he signal^ another Ufelong in- 
terest by jc^ng the board of ims- 
tees of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art He founded the Museum of 
Primitive Art in 1957 to accommo- 
date his fast-growing collection. 

From 1935 until 1940. he was a 
director of Creole Petroleum, a 
Standard Oil affiliate with large 
holdings in Venezuela, where he 
spent much time. In 1940. hejoined 
tne State Department as coordina- 
tor of Inter-American Affairs, help- 
ing to formulate Roosevelt’s “Coi^ 
Nei^bor" policy for Latin Ameri- 
ca. In 1944. be was named assistant 
secreta^ of state for the American 
republics. 

He left government service in 
1945. and the next year he helped 
to found the American Internation- 
al Association for Econoraoic and 
Social Devdopmeni. a private, 
nonprofit group, to work with Lat- 
in American governments. 

Prerident Truman recalled hire 
for a year in 1950 as chairman of 
the International Development Ad- 
visory Board to adrise on a year in 
19SQ as chairman the Interna- 
tional Development Advisory 
Board to advise on the Point Four 
technical aid program. 

He served in the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration as under secretary of 
health, education and welfare from 
1953 to 1955. when he became a 
spedal assistant to the president 
for foreign affairs.

Mi- 
chael was lost and declared dead on 
an anthro^logical expedition to 
New Guinea in November. 1961. 
the month that his parents' im- 
pending divorce was. announced. 
He was 23 years old and, according 
to most accounts, was the closest of 
the five chfidren to his father. 

Mrs. Rockefeller was granted a 
divorce on the grorads of mental 
cruelty. Some political leaders ex- 
pected the divorce to hurt the 
governor’s chances for re-election, 
but he easily won a second term in 
1962 by d^eating the Democratic 
candidate, Robert Morgenthau. 

The next year, he married Mar- 
garetta ntto Mi^hy five weeks 
after her own divorce. The new 
Mrs. Rockefeller, nicknamed Hap- 
py, was 19 years the governor's jun- 
ior. 

Whether it was the divorce and 
remarriage or the conservative tide 
in the country that defeated his sec- 
ond try iar the presidency in 1964 
was a subject oS lengthy debate. He 
won RepubUcan primaries in Ore- 
^n and West Virgii^ but lost the 
important California primary ' to 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, of Arizona, 
and withdrew his candidacy in fa- 
vor of Gov. WilUam Scranton, of 
Pennsylvania. 

He b^an his campaign for a 
third term as governor in 1966 by 
declaring: "I speak as one who has 
taken hmiself out of national con- 
tention, completely and forever, 
without reservation." He was re- 
ported to have sprat between $5 
million and $6 miiUon on the cain- 
paign. a new national record for a 
state election, and won with 44.6 
percent of the vote in a four-way 
race. 


As the 1968 presidential election 
approached, he again vacillated. He 
first declared that he would sup- 
port Gov. George Romney, of 


Michigan^ for the R^ublican nom- 


ination. When Mr. Romney with- 
drew. Mr. Rockefeller called a news 
conference at which it was widely 
believed be would annouce his own 
candidacy. But he still hung back, 
wmting 40 more dat’s until May. 
1968, to atmounce that he would 
fight Mr. Nixon for the nomination 
"right up to the Iasi xote." 

He campai^ed vigorously, but 
Mr. Nixon easily won the nomina- 
tion on the first ballot at the Re- 
publican National Convention at 
Miami Beach. 

Mr. Rockefeller won his fourth 
Albany term in 1970 by easily 
defeating Arthur Goldberg, the for- 
mer Supreme Court justice and 
chief United Stales rqsresentative 
at the United Natients. by 688,000 
votes, the largest pluralitv in his 
career.

The commission upheld the right 
of Quebec to self-deierminatron 
and opposed the use of force to 
thwart that i^ht. "If iu the course 
of the next years. Quebecers 
decided definitively and democrati- 
cally to secede, ou^i that decision 
to be respected and accepted by the 
rest of Canada?" the commi^on 
asked. 'To that question, we an- 
swer an unequivot^ yes: our re- 
sponse is a virtual corollarv' of our 
acceptance of the democratic 
process." 

Tite way to prevent such a deci- 
sion is to recognize the principles of 
quality, regionalism and sharing of 
power in Canadian life, the com- 
mission said. "Quebec is distinctive 
and should, within a viable C-ana- 
da. have the powers necess^ to 
protect and develop its distinctive 
character." it said. 

To make this spedal status more 
palatable to tbe rest of the countn.', 
the commission recommended that 
all provinces be given tbe same 
penvers but in such a way as to "en- 
able the other provinces, if they so 
wished, not to exercise these re- 
sponsibilities and instead leave 
them to the federal gqveramenL" 

As a further contribution to the 
dual character of the Canadian 
population, the commission de- 
fended the federal policy of bilin- 
gualism. which gives French and 
Fnglixh equal status in federal ser- 
vices. It called on the provinces to 
apply language rights for their 
French-speaking or English-speak- 
ing minorities. 

Once a provincial consensus on 
such rights is established, they can 
then be enshrined in a new federal 
constitution, tbe commission said. 
It thus rgecied the approach taken 
Mr. Trudeau, who seeks to make 
langu^ rights pan of a new con- 
stitution ri^t away. 

To give the regions a bigger voice 
in Ottawa, the Senate would be 
abolished and replaced by a coundl 
of the federation composed of pro- 
vincial dele^tions. Tbe Supreme 
Court wouldbe increased from 9 to 
11 judges, 5 from Quebec and 6 
from the rest of Craada. Jut^es 
would continue to be amointed by 
the federal government but only af- 
ter consultation with the provinces 
and ratificatiem by the council of 
the federation. 

In the House of Commons, some 
proportional representation would 
be added to the present sunpie- 
m^ority. single-member coosti- 
luency intern. This would help 
prevent parties from being com- 
pletely shut out of a particular 
province during a federal election. 


Rights Livestigators Cite 


Repression in El Salvador 


MEXICO CITY (N\T) — The 
Inter-American H uman Rights 
Commisrion has accused El Salva- 
dor’s ri^tist milita^ government 
of murdering politi^ opponents 
and of torturing others in clandes- 
tine prison cells. 

In a report to be presented to the 
General Assembly o( the Organiza- 
tion of American States this spring, 
the commission also accuses the re- 
of "systematically persecut- 
ing’' the Roman Catholic Church. 

After listing 99 persons who are 
known to have "disappeared." the 
commission says that the reame 
maintains "secret detention places 
where pe^Ie whose capture has 
been denira b^ tbe government 
have been depnved of their free- 
dom in extremely cruel and inhu- 
man conditions.^ Many of those 
who have disappeared are believed 
to be still alive and in detention, it 
says.

atmosphere of tension and polar- 
ization.” 

A three-man team from the com- 
mission, Carlos Dunshee de 
Abranches of BrazU; Tom Farer of 
the United Slates, and Fernando 
VoUo of Costa ^ca. visited B Sal- 
vador last January and conferred 
mth n^resentatives of church and 
opposition groups as well os mem- 
bers of the Romero governmenL 

After receiving Lestimony from 
former prisoners, the team'vistti^ 
the headquarters of the National 
Guard, one of several security 
forces, and discovered five secret 
cells in which many of those de- 
tained said that thev had held. 
The ceils, described by the team as 
"veritable slave prisons," measured 
3 feet by 3 feet and lacked light and 
ventilalioiL National Guard ctffi- 
cers told the team that the cells, 
which had the names and initials of 
several known missing persons 
scratched on their wails, w-ere only 
occasionally occupied by "drunks.^ 

lotimidacion Emphasized 

The commission emphasized the 
role played by Orderu the paramili- 
taiy group, in intimidating peasant 
groups and it noted that Gen. 
Romero had coofinned that Orden 
"enjoys official support and acts in 
coorcUnation with the government 
to combat terrorism." 

The commission also referred to 
the lack of political fr^om in tbe 
country and strongly criticized a 
Public Order Law. decreed in 
November, 1977. that gives the 
government wide powers of arbi- 
trary airesL 

In its recommendations, the 
commission called for dissolution 
of Orden. reform of the f^blic Or- 
der Law and electoral regulations, 
and freedom of organization for 
peasant groups. It also calls for the 
investigation into the cases of 
"dead, detained, tortured and dis- 
appeared persons.’’ sanctions 
against tbose^ responsible for 
human rights violations, a guaran- 
tee of due process in tbe courts and 
an end to persecution of the 
church.

STOCKHOLM, Jan. 28 (AP) — 
Arne Geijer, 68, a former Swedish 
labor union leader and veteran in 
the Sodal Democratic ranks, died 
yesterday, hospital officials said 
today.

Lost Will and Other Fictions 


The slate of the world got short shrift in 
Pr^ident Carter's address on the state of the 
union last week, as if the two were unrelated 
and as if the growing clamor about America 
the Loser had no bearing on the fate of the 
touted new arms control treaty with Moscow. 

Who lost Iran, it is asked, gave away 
Taiwan, surrendered the P anama f!anai and 
let Cuba take over Ethiopia? Who stands 
helpless before disarray in Tuiicey, Commu- 
nist coups in South Yemen- and Afghanistan, 
and the conquest of Cambodia? Who's losing 
the earth? The portrait of the United States 
as a worldwide bumbler — and of the Soviet 
Union as the daily winner — will be blown 
even l^er now that the 1980 presidential 
campaign has begun And it will hover over 
the SALT debate, perhaps decisively. Oppor- 
tunists aside, it is an outlook that betrays 
genuine malaise and could itself become 
enfeebling. 

We stand among those accused, by some 
readers and commentators, of indifference to 
a loss of will at home and to difficulties 
abroad. But the charge seems disingenuous 
as well as inaccurate. The growing complaint 
against Carter and those who broadly sup- 
port his foreign policy is that power is pass- 
ing from the United States to the So\'iet Un- 
ion while other nations ominously realign 
themselves accordingly. That is a profoundly 
mistaken '\new of our predicaraenu 

The criticism sounds plausible only be- 
cause U.S. power has been in relative decline 
for a generation, l^e era of dominance is 
ending — partly because Americans chose In 
their own interest to pass power to others 
since World War II and partly because U.S. 
strength and wealth inspired others to rival- 
ry. Even the meaning of power has become 
defused; cheap foreign steel or expensive oil 
can now be as threatening as hostile missiles. 
But the habits of omnipotence die hard; like 
nostalgic parents who yearn to beat some 
sense into grown-up children, many Ameri- 
cans still yearn to use mostly muscle to ar- 
range the world to fit their convenience. 

There ought to be no question about this 
nation's pre-eminence. W^th, energy, talent 
— who has more and in such abundance? 
True, America's closest allies have become 


economic rivals. And the Russians have be- 
come a military equal, rivals for influence 
everywhere. But they are acquiring their own 
dependencies and rivalries. The visit of 
China's Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping this 
week does not signify the triumph of liber^ 
in the world's most populous nation, but it 
does demonstrate how a mature America can 
use its resources and power to augment its 
security and economic prospects. 

The West has suffered a serious setback in 
Iran. And there will be other setbacks in un- 
settled regions. But it is hardly indifference 
to recognize (hat the power to preserve or 
install U.S.-sponsored regimes belongs to an- 
other era, and that the Soviet Union does not 
manufacture all turmoil, even if it seeks prof- 
it from it. The failure — of wit if not of ^ 
— lies with those who think the United 
States can always command the resources it 
needs at a price it can afford and who would 
send the army to seize Saudi oil wells even 
before taxing Americans with the true cost of 
gasoline. 

Older Americans are understandably un- 
easy about a diffusion of power in ±e world. 
They knew a time when only U.S. ships 
claimed the oceans, only U.S. soldiers fought 
overseas, only U.S. currency measured 
wealth and only U.S. workers pi^uced tech- 
nological wonders. Now safety and prosperi-,. 
ty no longer depend on just U.S. exertions. 
To that extent the nation is weakened Like 
all nations, it is having to learn that interde- 
pendence means debt as well as profit weak- 
ness as well as strength, g^ve as well as take. 

The challenge of that condition is to iden- 
tify the true trends of multinational military 
threats, economic vulnerability and political 
aspiration. That is why abandoning a coloni- 
al enclave in Latin America and an alliance 
with racism in Africa and a diplomatic fic- 
tion in Asia are acts of wise adjustment and 
long-term strength. Americans have to shake 
the habit of mistaking every difficulty as a 
sign that Moscow is snatdiing the world 
from their grasp. Otherwise, they will be tru- 
ly inept managers of the unrivaled wealth, 
strength and opportunity that the United 
States will long possess.

Mr. Carter’s Omission 


The notable omission in President Carter's 
State of the Union message was any serious 
discussion of energy policy. He said many 
useful things about inflation and about the 
SALT process ~ although they were things 
that he has said before. They are large sub- 
jects. deserving the kind of attention that he 
gave them. But the unstated choices on ener- 
gy are i^ent If neglected, they threaten to 
undermine bis longer plans for the nation. 

Hie reason for the omission is. presuma- 
bly, the indecision in the White House over 
oil and energy prices. Mr. Carter's energy- 
conservation poUcy argues in favor of raising 
prices, gradu^y but steadily. His anti-infla- 
tion policy argues in favor of keeping the 
contE^ed prices where they are. Controls 
seem to be winning the argumenL 

But simply continuing the present controls 
is not good enough. With the revolt in Iran, 
the flow of oil from Saudi Arabia has become 
^tal to the industrial world. There is a large 
possibility ^t the Saudis will reduce that 
flow as this year goes on. But the prosperity 
and economic stability of the United State^ 
Western Europe, and Japan all depend cruci- 
fy on sustained high exports from the Gulf. 
It is a strange and profoundly perilous condi- 
tion, this balancing of such vast wealth and 
power on the will and, perhaps, the capacity 
of one sHiflU and fragile state in the world's 
least stable region. 

The right choice for Mr. Carter is to begin 
immediately to carry out the pledge that he 
made last summer to raise the U.S. price of 
on to world levels during the next two years. 
Moderate and regular increases now, to cut 
demand for foreign oiL will reduce the risk of 
large and unexpected disruptions, like those 
of 1973-74, in the future. 

Lifting the price ceiling would increase 
producers’ revenues on oil that already is 
profitable. Mr. Carter might usefully invite 
ingress to impose a severance tax to recov- 
er for the public a part — a large pan — of 
Cbmpared with other nations, the 
United States taxes oil very lightly. 


The price controls on crude oil ought not 
to be abolished abruptly or, we are inclined 
to think, completely. There is the matter of 
the so-called old oil — the oil now being pro- 
duced from old wells at a price of about S5 a 
barrel. Should it simply deregulated and 
allowed to soar to a world price that shortly 
is to be more than SI 5? There’s a better 
answer. It's called incentive decontrol For 
some time the oil companies have been say- 
ing that, with adequate incentive, they could 
do much to expand U.S. production. That's 
splendid. Under incentive decontrol a com- 
pany could get a fraction of a barrel of old 
oil decontrolled for every barrel of oew oil 
that it discovered in the United States. Let 
them drill their way out of controls. 

Perhaps some oil companies will object 
chat these ideas constitute interference widi 
the free market. We do not recall oil compa- 
nies running ads to protest interference with 
the free market in the long years, from 1959 
to 1973. when the government used import 
quotas to keep the U.S. price of crude oil far 
above the price anywhere else in the world. 
The oil industr}' is well accustomed to living 
with a little int^erence. 

We sketch out these proposals to suggest 
that there are simple and practical ways to 
lift oil-price ceilings without unduly enrich- 
ing the producers or sacrificing important 
public protections. But higher prices are es- 
sential to push the U.S. consumer away from 
the excessive, and rising, consumption of oil. 

Mr. Carter reportedly is consideiing a mes- 
sage on solar energy next month. There is 
every reason to encourage solar-energy devel- 
opment. But the chief impediment to it is its 
cost; it cannot compete with oil as long as 
the government holds the price of oil artifi- 
cially low. The best thing that the president 
can do immediately for solar energy ^ to lot 
oil prices rise. The events in Iran are another 
warning that the United States may have far 
less time for further debate than Mr. Carter's 
message Tuesday evening seemed to suggest.

Nelson Rockefeller’s Last Night

W ASHINGTON — It should 
probably be remembered 
that Nelson Rockefeller died 
at his desk late on a Friday night 
after almost everybody ete had 
gone home for the weelrend. He 
was a worker, a yeamer, and a 
builder to the end. 

He was not working, when he

Henry Kissinger said that Rodee- 
feller was “the greatest American I 
have ever koowa.” and considering 
that Rockefeller brmi^t him into 
the forefront of national and world 
politics, this is not surprising.

He is not to be judged or ptKy 
claimed in such dramatic terms. He 
is not an historic figure. He was 
flawed in many ways as a poliucal 
character, but as an individual, 
with a sense of the purpe^ and glo- 
ry of this country, and of the future 
(rf the risiDg generatiou at the end 
of the century, he was dearly an 
admirable marL 


was u> say that he was a rich and 
prominent political Hgure who 
didn't quite make it to the top. And 
in a way this was true. 

But that’s not really the way it 
was -with Rockefeller, or with his 
brother. John, who was IdUed in an 
auto acddeni last year, or with his 
famUy. All of them had a sense of 
public service. They could easily 
have loitered down into private 
self-indulgence, but went the other 
way into public and private service, 
and this was a clear family iri- 
unroh. 

Mmetimes one has to be person- 
al to be understood, and I have of- 
ten wondered what would have 
happraed to Rockefeller’s political 
ambtiions if he had not lost one of 
the really great reporters of his own 
generation. 

This was Frank Jamieson of the 
Associated Press, who won a Pul- 
itzer Prize for uncovering the mys- 
tery of the murder of Giarles Lind- 
befgb's cluld. Jamieson became a 
confidant of the Rockefeller family.

Even so, “Rocky” had quite a 
ride. He didn't quite get to tne top, 
but he got to the frout door, and 
you have to give Gerald Ford credit 
for recognizing his qualities.

and forecasts for servicing this debt over the coining three years and have 
promised continued access lo this data. However, there was no sharing of 
critical infomiatjon, such as the level of the nation’s foreign exchange 
reserves. 

In some quaners, the access to official data is being interpreted os 
permission for the banks to “monitor” the Polish economy. However, 
while the banks have their own ideas about the kind of economic perform- 
ance that Poland needs in order to maintain ju ability to borrow from 
them, they are not setting targets for Poland to meet. The only leverage 
the banks have over Poland if th^ are not satisfied with the way it 
manages its external debt situation is to withhold granting new loans. It 
was this leverage that got Poland to disclose the basic data. 

Eliciting basic economic data that is routine business in preparing any 
loan has long been a sore point between Western bankers and Eastern 
Europe. Romania, the only East-bloc country that belongs to the Inlema- 
tionaJ Monetary Fund, is the most open Comecon country in terms of 
financial data. But Hungary has found it can win favor among Western 
lenders by Ufliog the traditionai veif of secrecy on such informaiton and 
now Poland is laldng the same approach. 

In fact, the information is not really secret us economists ore able to 
piece together a rather accurate picture of where things are. Indeed, as one 
participant of the recent meeting in Warsaw commented, “for bunks who 
look at Poland closely and try to figure out the figures, we \vere not 
surprised. The exercise was more significant for them &an for us.'' Never- 
theless. the banks a‘fused to divulge the details of what Uie>' learned. The 
most imponani informaiioD, another participant said, was the projected 
balance-of'payments deficit and the maturity structure of the external

The rapid disappearance of 
warehouse supplies underlying sil- 
ver futures contracts at the New 
York. Chicago and London ex- 
changes parked the 32V%^ent-an- 
ounce price gains for Januarv fu- 
tures contracts on the New York 
Commodity Exchange. 

The spiot month was quoted at 
$6.63’^ an ounce at Fridav’s close, 
almost 20 cents higher than the 
record of $6.45 an ounce in Febru- 
ary. 1974, about 10 months before 
unrestricted gold ownership by 
U.S. citizens was legalized and 
trading began in gold futures. The 
high for last year, when siK’er and 
gold funires boomed on investor 
demand for a hedge agains t infia- 
tion. was S6.40 an ounce. 

Speculation that a single buyer 
was preparing to take deuverv a 
large amount of silver purchased 
through Comex contracts but- 
tressed the price surge. Meanwhile, 
warehouse stocks on the Comex 
dropped daily, reportedlv by more 
than 3 mUlion ounces last week. 
Combined supplies at the Comex, 
the Chicago Board of Tra^ and 
the London Metals Exdiange have 
fallen by 22 million ounces since 
August, analysts said. 

Many analysts said that the rea- 
son for the decline is that con- 
sumers, including industrial users 
in jewelry making, silverware pro- 
duction and photography, build 
inventories. Meanwhile, silver re- 
irievaJ from coinage and other 
sources has slowed, and usage may 
exceed new supplies this year, ah 
analyst said.

Trading 
volume, the valentine of back-office brokerage executives, picked up 
smartly. (“Don't tell me what the market’s doing.” these people aro wont 
ID say. “Tdl me about volume.”) 

But the Dow. after all. is big-time stuff. Why noL as some investment 
advisers suggest, take a plunge into smaller companies, the so-called 
“secondaries,” that might involx-e greater risk but offer the opporruniiy 
for possible nifty gains? 

A man who finds some reasons not to move 10 the second-tier issues is 
Charles AUmon. A de\'oiee of small growth stocks and the possessor of a 
fine record in this Geld. Mr. AUmon, who is the publisher of Growth 
Stock Outlook in Chevy Chase. Md.. normally would be expected to be 
agpg over the present pickings available among these smaller and more 
venturesome issues. But he is leaning the other way. 

“I’m still fearful of higher interest rates and inflation rates,” he said in 
an interview. “In our managed accounts, we're resting on a lot of cash. I’d 
say that tte cash equiv'alenis in these accounts run 85 to 90 percent Since 
1 don’t see tte sto^ market running away on the upside. I’d prefer to 
remain price-conscious and play it close to the vest” 

In the three years through 1978. Mr. Allmon's publication recommend- 
ed 34 siodcs, many of them trading over-the-counter and on the American 
Stock Exchange. Last year’s selections were only four — Preway (which 
feU in price), C.R. Gibson, Conwood and Zero Coip.. the last three all 
winners. ^ Jan. 8 this year, these 34 recommendations had climbed in 
price an average of 85 percent.

O N A ROMAN afternoon in the 
Pia 2 za Navona. when she was 
alrea(iy in her early 30s, Margaret 
Logan had a revelation: “If I'd 
known any of this was here.

In the Baekground of the Big Race^ a Big Trotting Scandal 


By S-amucl Abt 

PARTS. Jan. 28 (IHT) — When Pierre- 
Desire Allaire charges that 90 percent of 
all trolling races in France are rigged, his 
statement deserves respect. 

"In each race." Allaire said in an inter- 
view in a recent i&sue of the magazine 
Paris Match, "i believe that there are al- 
ways four or five horses not doing their 
best 

"1 have said, and 1 confirm, that 90 
percent of the races are fixed by doping, 
^at does not mean tha 90 percent of tbe 
horses are stimulated. But in each race, 
some runners have received ‘horse 
remedies’." . . , , , . . 

Allaire's credentials for making such 
remarks are impressive. The half-owner 
of the former champions Toscan and 
Une de Mai and of Grandpre. behind 
whom he drove to victory in the Frix 
d’Amerique here Iasi year, he has long 
been one of the leading u-ainers ii3 
France, in charge of 300 horses. 

Besides, he is fresh out of prison and 
suH'under indictment in the fixing of a 
race in Marseilles. Banned from the track 
and theoretically unable to train horses 
now. the 44-yea'r-old .Allaire is the major 
figure so far in a widening scandal. 

Little Known Orficially 

Little has been made public officially 
about the trotting scandal, but the basic 
elements are undersiood to be these: 
huge winnings on an outsider, high-level 
underworld connection.s, envelopes full 
of money changing hands in the tack 
room, more than 50 persons charged with 
complicity in the scandal and the suspi- 
cion that the real leaders of the coup 
have not been named and never will be. 

Slowlv. the trotting affair is beconung 
France's biggesi-unul-lhe-Dexi racing 
scandal. In almost all respects it is in- 
dentical to the last biggesi-unul-ihe-nexi 
racing scandal, which is finally neanng 
its end in court, more than five years af- 
ter the suspect race. As the future Count 
of Monte Crisio began to realize when 
his dungeon grew knee-deq) in pages 


from the calendar, the French jui^cial 
syriem can be complex, secretive arid — 
mostly — long. 

The case now finishing involves 13 joc- 
keys and 4! gamblers charged with hav- 
ing ringed a jumping race at AuteuiL a 
track in the Bois de ^ulogne in Paris. 

Run on Dec. 9. 1973. the race was 
named the Prix de Bride Abaiiue. idio- 
matically the Hell for Leather Stakes — a 
wonderful touch for a race in which per- 
haps half the jockeys involved were 
trying to hold back their horses. 

'Spectators noticed that the 24 starters 
split into two groups when the siarting 
tape went up. with 9 outsiders going to 
the from while the favorites trailed bad- 
ly. So obvious was the fraud that immedi- 
ate payment on winning tickets was 

refus^ by (he government-controlled 
belling system, the Pari Mutuel Urbain. 
or PMU as it is known in the thousands 
of cafes where it operates ihroughui ihe 
country. 

Three-Way Combinations 

.According to one estimate, the gang 
that rigged the race stood to collect 5 I '-j 
million francs (more than SI itiilUon) on 
an investment of 700.000 francs. The 
monev wxs spent on various three-way 
combinations invoiring the nine outsid- 
ers. 

Among the suspects gathered by the 
police, the most prominent was Patrice 
des Moutis. commonly known as Mon- 
sieur .N because for many years French 
newspapers were legally unable to name 
him in their articles about his huge winn- 
ings and subsequent court baiiTes with 
the PMU. 

Monsieur X. it seems, bad invented a 
complex belling system to heat the 
Tierce, the stale-run operation in. which 
the bettor attempts to select the first 
three horses to Hnish. Bets are paid off 
no matter in which order the three horses 
Hnish first, second and third, but most 
handsomely if they finish in the order se- 
lected by die bettor. 

Run evety iiunday and some Thurs- 


days and holidays, each Tierce attracts 
more than 7 nullion bettors — one in 
eight citizens — who wager between $15 
million and S20 million. 

With systems reminiscent of gambling 
on the numbers in the United States, the 
average small bettor puis his money on 
combinaiiODS involving birthdays, 
dreams, telephone numbers and anoiver- 
sary dates. License plates are also popu- 
lar. especially those of a car that has al- 
most run down a bettor on his wav to the 
PMU. 

Monsieur .\ was more scientific and 
conceoirated on weeding out tbe horses 
that stood no real chance, then betting 
heavily on combinations of those that 
remained. Usually described as a bril- 
liant mathematician and sometimes, 
more prosaically, as a former insurance 
adjuster and PMU functionary who un- 
derstood odds. Monsieur .\ won several 
million dollars over the years. 

Indicted in the fixing of the Hell for 
Leather Slakes, des Moutis was arrested 
in 1975 and kept in preventive custody — 
imprisoned beyond the reach of habeas 
corpus — for 'five months. Sbortlv after 
he was released, in October. 1975. he 
<x>mmit(ed suicide at the age of 56 by 
shooting himself in the head. 

Family Bared Letter 

In a letter made public by his family, 
he insisted on his innocence and said that 
he had taken his life because 142 days in 
prison had destroyed hinx The common 
understanding now is that he had been 
taken over by underworld bosses and his 
system of beating the races, once so 
mathematicallv pure, had been debased 
by bribingjockeys to hold back. 

Since his death the charges against him 
have necessarily been muted. As for the 
indicted jockos, their lawyers have 
charged that they are scapegoats and that 
the orgimizers of the scandal have es- 
caped irial. indeed never even been iden- 
tified publicly. 

Similar charges figure in the trotting 
scandal, which centers on the 1977 Prix 
dc Nimes. mo in Marseilles on Sept 10. 


1977. hut which possibly includes six or 
seven other races along the Riviera and 
in southeastern France. 

In addition to Allaire, the suspects in- 
clude two other trainers and perhaps 9 of 
the 20 jockos in the race, won by Fye at 
32-1 odds. In all. more than 50 persons 
have been arrested. Most of them since 
have been freed on provisional liberty. 

The police of the sibling squad are 
also known to be lo(>king into two other 
races, the Prix de Vaufreges, run at 
Cagnes-sur-Mer on July 31, 1976. and 
Prix de Vincennes, run at Marseilles on 
June 6. 1976. 

While little has been said officially, the 
French press, especially the magazines 
Paris Match and L'Express. has said that 
the trotting scandal is the woi^ of the 
highest level of the underworlii le milieu 
as it is known, and that there has been a 
coverup. 

L'^press identified gan^ords it said 
had been involved and linked their role 
in the fixed races with various blood- 
baths in Marseilles, tbe traditional home 
of French organized crime. 

Apparently conTirming this in part, the 
Marseilles police arrestra Francois Sca- 
gliu — the organizer in the heroin-smug- 
gling that became known as ihe 
French Connection in the rigging of 
the Prix de Nimes. 

But Allaire has scoffed at the specula- 
tion that tbe underworld is involv^. ^ 

"I can predict, without risk, that the 
police of Ihe gambling squad will never 
be able to show that the lords of the un- 
derworld manipulated races," Allaire 
said in the magazine interview. "The un- 
derworld has never been able to insinuate 
itself into the world of racing." 

Who then. Allaire asked himself, had 
caused the races to be fixed? 

"I answer: the slate and the racing 
societies: there you have those really re- 
sponsible for perverting racixig." 

He cited the practice of handicapping 
a horse by distance after it has won a 
certain amount of racmey. He said that 
because Grandpre won a lesser race, he 


had to start 25 meters behind others in a 
richer race two weeks later. 

“if I had not been in prison. 1 would 
have ordered my driver not to iinish bet- 
ter than second" be said 

Allaire also denounced the track offi- 
cials knows as commissaires aux aJlures. 
which might be translated as gait judges, 
who decide whether a horse has broken 
gait and who have the power to disquali- 
ly. Allaire accused unioffltified gait judg- 
es of owning horses tfaemsdves and.^ 
betting on races. 

He said that in Marsdiles, for exam- 
ple. a gait judge who works in the morn- 
ings for the post office, now owns two 
villas on tbe Riviera, ibaaks to his 
on the course in favor of horses on whom 
he has placed bets. 

"In Paris.” Allaire said "a gait judge 
sells a brand of champagne whose pro- 
ducers keep an impevram stable. Can 
you (ell me that be can judge with impar- 
tiality the horse of the bouse he repre- 
sents?" 

Finally. Allaire turned to what he de^ 
scribed as the bitterness of the riders as a 
source of Ihe rigged races. 

"The jockeys in Marseilles signed peti- 
tion after petition for three years, asking 
that the gait judges be organized as a 
profession." he said. “It was there, in the 
spirit of revenge, that it all began. 

"The jockeys began to collude. . .dis- 
cussing their horses’ chances and betting 
on those in the best condition to 
win. . .IlieD, little by little, they im- 
’ proved (heir system. . .They came to an 
understanding among themselves to lei 
win the horses with the longest odds." 

Did organized crime have any part in 
this? Never. Allaire said. 

"For a simple reason: Because they 
know you can't pull off a holdup by al- 
lowing 50 people into the act. 

"Now lo rig a race, you have to take 
into your confidence nearly 50 people, 
jockeys, gamblers etc. . .people who 
don't know how to respect the law of 
silence." 

In fact, SO people have been arrested in 
the Prix de Nimes scandal. 


Spain Cancels 
Bicyclin g Tour 

MADRID. Jan. 2S (Reuters) 
— The 1979 cwling Tour of 
Spain, usually rated as the third 
mosi-imponani event in the rac- 
ing calendar after the Tour de 
France and the Tour of Italy, 
has been suspended, the orga- 
nizers announced last night. 

The newspaper el Coireo 
Espanoi-el Pueblo Vasco, which' 
hus organized the race for 24 
years, said in Bilbao it could no 
longer support the tour’s heavy' 
financiul losses. 

The lour director. Luis Ber- 
gareche. said that costs had 
risen by more than 30 per cent 
but that grants offered by the 
sports council and the Spaiush 
Cycling Federation were 50 per 
cent lower than last year. He 
also said towns that normally 
welcomed invftaiious to apply 
to be stage finishes had not 
wanted to commit themselves' 
because of municipal elections 
next .April. The lour was due to' 
start .April 25.
